SWEDEN AND NORWAY. 


PROM TRE SEW ToRK OpsERVER. 





There is now in the north of Europe enly one great 
power: Ruesia. The other countries are bot humble 
and obscare satellites of thee enormous planet. In former 
ages, however, when even the name of Muscovy or Ree 
sia was anknown to the world, Sweden hed already 
achieved a glorious renown. This country influenced 
greatly in the seventeenth century the destinies of Eu- 
rope; and protestants so particular should cherish pro- 
tuod gratitude for the nation which produced the sihus- 
triows Gustavus Adolphus. 
The Reformation early yetrated inte Sweden. It 
was intraduced in 1523 by Gustavus Vasa, whose history 
teeembles romance, This prince, descended from a nubile 
family, remained a long time in the mines of Dalecarha. 
His country was then subjected to the yoke of Denmark. 
But when all the citizens, great and small, were tired of 
this foreign tyranny, he placed bumaelf boldly at the bead 
of the revolters, and conquere! a throne which ke bo- 
gored by his masculine virtues.

EMIGRATION FROM G. BRITAIN. 
The extreordinary number of steerage passengers 
arrived im this country from Europe during the present 
year has afforded a subject for mach comment both here 
and in England. The number for the lat year was 
very large, but not more than half as large ss thet for 
the present. A Parliamentary return hes jost been 
published of the number who embarked from the 
United Kingdom im 1841, and of the quantity of 
Crown land sold in each of the colonies. Referring to 
the statement, we find that the nomber of persons who 
left the port of London during the year, was 13,599, of 
whom 3,251 went to New Zealand, 2,104 to the United 
States, 5,661 to the Australian colonies, 1,259 to the 
Wet Indies, and 78% to the North American colonies. 
From Liverpool, 35,718 went to the United States, 
4,250 w the North American colonies, 7,972 to the 
Australian colonies, and 263 to New Zealand. From 
Plymouth, Glasgow, Inverness, Stornoway, Belfast, Cork, 
Dublin, &e. a large number emigrated, chiefly to Cana- 
ds.

ARRIVAL OF TWO STEAMSHIPS. 


Great Britain—France, Death of the Duke of Or- 
deans —Spain— Portugal—The East--India Russia 








Since the publication of our last, the Steamship Great 
Western has arrived at New York, and the Colombia at 
Boston, by which we have London and Liverpool papers 
to the 19th of July. The most important intelligence 
received by them is of the death of the Duke of Or'eans, 
heir to the throne of France. We give beiow an abstract 
af the intelligence in our files. 

Great Britain. 

The commercial accounts from Engtand are of a more 
cheering character than any we have received for some 
time past, but the weather has been propitious to the 
harvest, and this, of itself, is enough to excite a better 
feeling among business men.
